Alas, poor Yorick! it was a Society of 
infinite jest and most excellent fancy, 
if all be true which we have heard of it. 
It arose like a rocket threatening to 
disclose the ills of the body politic 
by its brilliant coruscations and now

have been seized and confiscated, so 
that there is not even the wherewithal 
to stop a bung hole. Mr. Gilbert Reid 
has planted, and Mr. Richard has 
watered, but the Son of Heaven has 
given no increase. 

‘Nhe Chiang Hsii Hui tried to minis- 
ter to a polity diseased, but we have 
heard through occult channels that the 
physicians themselves were tainted with 
the virus they sought to eliminate ; 
but doubtless after all the primary 
cause of its premature death is the 
influence of the reactionaries. We have 
also a suspicion that as the Society 
was intermeddling with Li’s following, 
possibly that able and astute official 
brought his occult and still powerful 
ivfluence from behind the throne to 
hasten the downfall. 

The suppression of the Society is in 
itself an insignificant fact but it is 
pregnant with meaning when looked at 
in its collateral bearings. It strengthens 
the conviction that things are irremedia- 
ble at the capital aud that responsibie 
officialdom has quite failed to profit by 
recent bitter experience. We have known 
for years that the Chinese character 
is intolerant of variation, and by this 
very intolerance is debarred from pro- 
gress; that authority has killed ori- 
ginality ; that nothing short of mental 
cataclysm or complete foreign conquest 
will ever free the mind celestial from 
hackles. Still we have had 
int arridre pensée and hope that we 
might happily be wrong, that by the 
wonderful recuperative power of nature 
a way out of all her troubles might be 
disclosed to China. ‘I'he brief history 
of the Ch‘iang Hsti Hui reveals the all 
but hopelessness of the whole thing, 
Reform is poisoned at ite source; 
variations in morals and intellect are 
either strangled at their birth, or 
if allowed ‘to grow up, like the 
American-educational mission, they die 












from want of the sunshine of official 
patronage, 

Is there any conceivable method of 
levering China out of the intellectual 
and moral ruts into which she has 
descended during ages of unbroken 
custom ? Wherein lies the secret of her 
immobility? A very complex question, 
and one requiring great analytical 
power in moral and social statics to 
answer. If there be one key. which 
will open more doors than any other, 
itis found in the word education, Any 
human being passing through the 
terrible mill of the Chinese degrees in 
series is bound to have his mind and 
probably his morals paralysed. ‘The 
mould is inflexible and reduces to acom- 
mon devomination every intellect forced 
into it. Mr. Lowell’s humorous lines 
oa England might be altered to exactly 
describe the Chinaman’s mind :— 

Of all th that I kin call to mind

When we have to deal with minds 
like this we fail if we use ordinary 
methods: the Chinaman’s intellect is 
impregnable to the whole artillery and 
siege train of our thought ; neither the 
logic of events nor the logic of pure 
reason can disabuse his mind of the 
conviction that he is the heir of all the 
sages and all the ages; hence wars, 
missions, diplomacy, conquest, common 
sevse and uncommon sense all batter 
away at him in vain. He really seoms » 
hopeless case, 

‘Thomas Huxley once wrote that 
“with wisdom and uprightness even a 
small nation might make its way 
worthily ; no sight in the world is more 
saddening and revolting than is offered 
by men sunk in ignorance of everything 
except what other men have written, 
and seemingly devoid of moral belief 
and guidance, yet with their sense of 
literary beauty 80 keen and their power 
of expression so ‘cultivated that they 
mistake their own caterwauling for the 
music of the spheres,” ‘The Professor 
had far other objects of satire than the 
Chinese in his mind when he wrote 
this, but it is nevertheless peculiarly 
| apposite fo China's rulers, ‘The bigots 
“hold the key to reform and won't 
give it up: they embody the worst 
form of ignorance, viz. the ignorance 
that they are ignorant, and there is no 
; getting at them, ‘The policy which the 
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Jesuitical and. other Catholic missions 
have so successfully followed in a lower 
social stratum, that ‘of educating’ the 
young and passing by the old, is all but 
inapplicable to them. ‘I'he ingenious 
device of making scholarship the one 
avenue to power aud wealth secures 
the sacrifice of each successive geuera- 
tion of intellect to their Dagon, If 
this could be upset in whole or in part 
victory would-be imsight.-- It-might be 
done by Imperial rescript; but how 
is a harem-bred boy ever to be binssed 
> to-break’ with the anbroken“custom* of 
centuries ? 

The great Huangti possibly saw the 
narrowing and debasing tendeucy of his 
country’s educational system; he tried to 
break it by heroic measures ;he burned 
the books aud has stood in the natioual 
pillory for fifty generations as a penalty. 
To this day his name ix execrated as the 
very abomination of Vandalism. For 
twenty centuries China has had her 
“Old Man of the Sea” on her 
shoulders, she has him still and has 
utterly lost the desire as well as the 
will to cast him off. She drags ou, 
slowly crumbling to her fall, and 
illustrating Carlyle’s famous remark 
about the rotten: “It is singular how 
long the rotten will hang together, 
provided it is not handled too roughly.” 

‘he proviso is notable; in China’s crse 
the rough handling is probably not far 
off: and it will not be through the 
influence of snch invertebrate _re- 
formers as those of the Chtiang Hsii 
Hui that it will be permanently met and 
obviated. Yet we should not blame. 
them for being what they were ; they 
too are the victims of China's edu- 
cational system.

ent of the Inspectorate-General a 
copy of the Customs Gazette for October- 
December, 1895. Although Tamsui and 
‘Tainan have ceased to be Chinese Treaty 
Ports, and no revenue was derived by China 
from 'Newchwang in the last quarter of 
1895, the total of dues and duties collected 
shows a slight increase, the receipts from 
17 ports being Tis. 5,212,340 azainst Tis. 
5,209,254 from 20 ports in 1894. The 
poole at Kowloon and Lappa were Tis. 
264,086 against Tis. 298,547; and at 
Lungchou and Méngtze Tis. 35,574 against 
Tis. 26,828 in the same quarter of 1894. 
‘The collection in iaagiat amounted to 
‘Tis. 1,612,656 against - 1,513,574 in 
1894, and’ Ts. 1,570,115 in 1893. The 














receipts in 1894 at the three ports which 


gave nothing in 1895 were Tls. 353,446, 
the increase at the other 17 ports this year 
being thus Tis. 356,532. 

‘The Chronicle and Directory i for China, 
Corea, Japan, the Philippines, ‘Indo-China, 
Straits’ Settlements, Siam, Borneo, Malay 
States, etc., for the year 1896, printed and 
published ‘at the Hongkong Daily Press 
Office, is a really monumental work. Every 
year sees it improved and enlarged, and it 
will soon rival the London Directory in 
bulk. As the above title indicates, it takes 
in the whole of “the East,” east of Indi 
and south of Burma, while in its northward 
scope it includes Viadivostock. It opens 
with a Calendar full of historical and other 
notes, and a list of Chinese festivals and 
observances. Then comes the Hongkong 
Postal Guide, and then 360 pages devoted 
to the Treaties, Codes, Orders in Council, 
ete., the Liaotung Convention signed at 
Peking on the 8th of November last. being 
included. Then in 490 pages, with numer- 
ous well-executed maps and plans, we have 
the Directory proper ; complete hong: lists, 
with descriptions, of all the Eastern ports. 
‘The description ‘are concise, but full of 
information. Then comes an alphabetical 
list of foreign residents in the East, in 269 





"pages, over 14,000 names appearing in the 


list. "A mass of advertisements makes up 
this handsome and indispensuble volume. 

We have received the Chinese ustrated 
News for January, published in Shanghai 
by the Chinese Tract Society, and sold at 
25 cents a year (12 issues).’ The number 
opens with a description of Armenia, 
illustrated, and contains inter alia n “Letter 
to Chou Han with copy of Bible, for which 
he returned his thanks.”” 

Mesny's Chinese Miscellany keeps well 
up to the mark in the 20th number. ‘The 
steamer whose buming the ‘British 
Pioneer in China” witnessed at Shanghai 
in 1862 was the Corte:

Tar Hongkong Telegraph of tho 2th 
ultimo says > 

“4 very interesting case illustrating the 
value of numerous water-tight compart. 
ments in steamers may now be witnessed 
in Kowloon Dock. It is the Scottish 
Oriental liner Chorfa, which left Bangkok 
on the 14th December for Hongkong with 
a full cargo of rice and encountered such 
heavy weather that after passing Cape 
Padaran her commander sought shelter in 
a bay just to the north of that well-known 
Promontory. Here he safely rode at anchor 
until the “gale took off, ‘but in leavin 
the. bay the vessel scraped over a coral 
reef which seriously damaged her bottom. 
An examination of the wells proved that 
the tanks under the fore hold were full of 
water, the false bottom keeping the ship 
float, while a little water was making its 
ay into the stoke-hole. ‘This latter, how- 
ever, was easily controlled with the ship's 
pump. With the Choy in this condition 
er commander made Hongkong safely in 
five days, the entire cargo (over 1,000 tons 
of rice) being landed in excellent condition | 
Upon being docked on the 27th ult., it was 
found that the whole of the bottom’ of the 
ship forward had been ripped open, while 
the after part had been badly dented." Tt 
has been-found necessary to take out fully 
half of tie plates below the rolling-chocks 
in order to straighten the ship's ribs, while 
many plates will have to be renewed. ‘The 
action of theCommander in bringing his ship 
and eargo to port, under the cireumstances 
was a highly creditable performance and 
ranks well with many of the plucky deeds 
performed at sea over which much more 
enthusiasm is aroused. Tt also exemplifies, 
in a practical and exceptional manner, the 
value of the double cellular bottom system, 
whereby a steamer has, in addition to her 
outer shell, or skin, a number of watertight 
cells, which constitute a great safeguard 
against disaster under certain circum- 
stances.”

“Mr. John Worrell Carrington, who sue- 
ceeds Sir Fielding Clarke as Chief Justice 
of Hongkong, is « man of note in the West 
Indies, where he was born and where he 
has worked with marked success for nearly 
‘& quarter of a century. He was educated 
at Codrington College, which has certainly 
produced some able men, and the Curring- 
tons of Barbadoes are among them. ‘The 
new Chief Justice took his degree at Lin- 
coln College, Oxford, in 1872, and was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in the 
same year, ‘Two years Inter he was made 
Judge-Assistant in the Court of Appeal, 
and for the next ten years filled a variety 
of judicial appointments. 

®Ttis not often that a Creole is to be seen 
on the Bench in the West Indies ; but Mr. 
Carrington played so active and’so able a 
part in the actual government of Barbadoes 
Pod as ‘Attorney-General and creator of the 
education system of the island, that the 
Colonial Office could not ignore him. In 
1882 the authorities at Downing Street 
made him Chief Justice of St. Lucia and 
Tobago, and afterwards of Grenada ; and in 
1888 sent him to Guiana as Attorney- 
General, Here also he has done invaluable 
work. Tis transference to Hongkong will 
bo a oss to the West Indies, now that they 
are on the ove of indyStrial and administra- 
tive development.”

Cosprestixc upon the abnormal number 
of warships (17) in Nagasaki, the Kobe 
Chuonicle remarks that it is somewhat re- 
markable that so many war-vessels should 
be there at one time, as it was understood 
that all the Powers had agreed to retain no 
more that two war-ships in the port at the 
same time, owing to the interference caused 
to the mercantile marine. Is there another 
coup d'état in Corea in prospect, the actors 
daneing to the tune of a “certain Power,” 
as the Japanese papers say? ‘There are 
six Japanese men-of-war at Kure just now, 
these being the Mutsushimackan, the Hi 
kom, the Heiyen-kan, Suiyen-kan, Tsukush 
kam, and Chinchw-kan. 

‘Mr. Y. Hiraca, Principal of the Osaka 
Commercial Museum, has arrived in India 
for the purpose of making enquiry into the 
best steps to be taken to extend the com- 
mercial relations between India and Japan. 
In the course of an interview with a Pres 
representative at Bombay regarding the 
extension of the mill industry in the Far 
East, Mr. Hiraga said that nearly four 
hundred thousand spindles (!) were in 
course of eroction at Shanghai, and would 
be ready in a few months. ‘China now 
supplied Japan with 65 per cent of her 
total consumption of raw cotton, but when 
mills commenced work in China this supply 
would be curtailed, and Japan would 
naturally have to look for its stock of eotton 
elsewhere. The total number of spindles 
now running in Japan was about 800,000, 
and the number was extending. India 
had, to a large extent, lost her important 
market for cotton yarn in Japan, but it was 
beyond doubt that what was lost in yarn 
was made up in raw cotton. He did not 
think that Indian merchants could compete 
successfully inthe Japanese yarn market, 
but the Indian merchants should try to 
send cotton as cheaply as possible to meet 
the demand and drive off competition. 

In a letter from Miss Mary H. Kingsley, 
the African traveller, which appeared in 




















the Spoctator of the 98th December, occurs 
the following passage about our new

Dit of Africa with perfect calmness, and 
steady justice to the natives, only tempered 
now and then with sympathetic mercy, with 
no recoil from diabolical severity, and with 
never a trace of the old severity itself, is 
being tried by Sir Claude Macdonald’ in 
the Niger Coast Protectorate. It has been 
in working order’for several years now, 
and if Africa does not rise under this 
influence of the higher race, Africa will 
only have herself to blame. "My opinion 
is not hopeful ; but we shall see. 

‘Tur accuracy of the intelligence conveyed 
in London society papers is exemplified in 
the following note from the last World: 

“Mr. Chauncey Depew thinks that 
America possesses warships which are to 
‘sweep British commerce off the waters of 
the earth.’ Is one of them, I wonder, the 
Monseac, which for many years lay in 
Yokohama Harbour? Her movement thence 
was difficult, by reason of barnacles ; but 
when she was eventually got to the United 
States, the Government of Mr. Harrison 
ordered her to be broken up, her figure- 
head only to be preserved. ‘Before this 
could happen, however, Mr. Cleveland 
succeeded to office, and ‘he ordered her to 
be prepared for another commission. But 
I do not think those orders have been 
obeyed.” 











‘Tue following very interesting report on 
the movements of bullion in Somton i 
1895 is from Messrs. Mocatta and Gold- 
‘smid’s annual circular 
At the end of last year (1894) the price 
of bar silver was 274d. per oz.—very little 
above the lowest recorded quotation (27d, 
per oz in the previous March) and. there 
were only slight variations for nearly two 
months ; but towards the end of February 
a more hopeful feeling in relation to the 
war between China and Japan led to some 
demand for silver for the East, and the 
price began to rise rather rapidly till 
2811d. was quoted on 20th March, after 
which date increased purchases carried 
the price up to 30fd. on Ist April, when 
there was some slight reaction, but from 
that time to the end of the year the market 
has been, on the whole, remarkably stead 
between 304d, and 30}d., though wit 
momentary breaks, 312d. being quoted on 
12th October—the highest of the year— 
and 30d. on 12th December. The ship- 
ments to the East have been much less 
than of late years, not much exceeding 
£6,000,000 ; but, on the other hand, there 
has been an increase of over £2,500,000 
in the exports to the Continent, ete. | Tt 
may fairly be anticipated that, when 
friendly relations are completely _re- 
established between China and Japan, a 
general improvement in trade will lead to 
increased enquiry for silver, and that. the 





| price is likely to be maintained about its 


present level if no important changes are 
made in the currency system of the ‘Gnited 
States. Mexican dollars have been in good 
demand all the year for the East, and the 
rice has pretty closely followed that of 
rr silver, but generally with a premium of 
about 1} per cent in favour of the coi 
A moderate amount of the new Britis!

‘The shipments of fine 
goldinsmall bars to India have been very con- 
siderable, amounting to about £1,500,000,

Government finds itself compelled to disown 
all sympathy with the action of an official for 
‘whose proceedings it is indirectly liable to 
foreign States, and to the Transvaal Govern- 
ment. The situation thus created is one of 
extreme gravity. We are now obliged to 
face once for all the pretensions of Germany, 
whose jealousy and irritation against this 

































country have been growing with every fresh 
Sliders on cur part that'e intend to mein, 
tain and press our claims in every quarter of 
the world, while at the same time we keep 
ourselves ‘free from entangling alliances. 
None but a nation able to meet the whole 
world in arms, and ready to do it, is justified 
in assuming such a position. We must frank- 
ly face that fact. We have no right to 
intervene in the world’s quarrels and limit, 
our responsibility by refusing to offer quid 
pro quo to those whose interests we may 
Sirectly or incidentally affect in carrying out 
‘our policy. We must either cling to the old 
Liberal policy of non-intervention, or we must 
assure ourselves of the support of powerful 
friends in our diplomatic and military policy ; 
and for that assistance we must be prepared 
to put down a substantial consideration. 


In its latest issue to hand, that of the 
4th of January, the Times deals with the 
question of Great Britain’s suzerainty over 
the Transvaal, which is not disclaimed by 
the Transvaal Government, though it is 
so distasteful to the German Press. The 
Times says -— 


No pretence can be made in any part of the 
world that the attitude af Great Britain in 
regard to her relations with the South African 
Republic is obscure. The fourth article of the 
Treaty of London lays down that the Repablic 

will conclude no treaty or engagement with 
any State or nation other than the Orange Free 
State, nor with any native tribe to the east 
ward’ or westward of the Republic until the 
same has been approved by Her Majesty the 
Queen.” The clause is not a model of drafts- 
manship, but its meaning is perfectly clear. 
It has always been construed in this country 
as placing the Republic “distinctly within 
the sphere of British influence in regard to 
its foreign relations.” No further back then 
the 5th of February last the constant 
official view upon the subject was laid 
down in these words by Mr. Buxton, 
then Under-Secretary for the Colonies, from 
his place in Parliament. He added that the 
Imperial Government considered that ‘it was 
not competent for” the Transvaal “to make 
any treaties, engagements, or arrangements 
with other foreign Powers without their 
being first submitted to the Imperial Govern- 
ment for approval.” Nothing can be plainer 
than the statement thus made as to the 
relation which Great Britain conceives to 
subsist between her and the South African 
Republic. It may be contended, ana, indeed, 
it is apparently contended in Germany, that 
the official view of those relations is not 
justified by the terms of the convention. In our 
judgment it is justified, not alone by the word- 
ing of that document, but by the whole history 
of our connection with that State. Not many 
years ago the Transvaal unquestionably was 
an integral port of the British Empire. It 
would have remained a part of that Empire 
to this day, as all the world knows, had it 
not been for the magnanimity with’ which 
Great Britain consented to treat a movement 
which she could readily have crushed. ‘That 
magnanimity at the time was thought by 
many sagacious and experienced politicians to 
be misplaced. ‘There were not wanting pro: 
phets to declare that it would be misinter- 
preted and would bear bitter fruit in the 
ature, But the policy, of concession, and 
conciliation was adopted and adhered to in 
the hope that it might conduce to the general 
Beace and. prosperity of South Africa and to 
the establishment of a better understanding 
between the two races whose common heritage 
those regions are.

continuation of their railways into China, 

‘That the Secretary of State for Howsign 
Affairs and the Secretary of State for India 
be requested to receive a depatation from the 
Assoviation on the subject and that the mem- 
bers of the deputation be appointed by the 
executive, 

A letter from St. Petersburg, dated the 
26th of December, to the Frunkfurter 
Zeitung is interesting to those who profess 
to think that Continental Powers are getting 
to regard Great Britain as a negligible 
quantity. The writer says :-— 

‘The fact that the mere threat of war has 
already cost the Yankees pretty dear has had 
a sobering effect_on those Russians who, in 
consequence of Cleveland’s Message, counted 
with certainty on the outbreak of a war 
between Great Britain and the United States. 
Here in Russia, where, as in several other 
countries, people overwbelm ‘the British 
nation of shopkeepers” with scorn and 
mockery, because it can hardly mobilise 
half a million of soldiers, and is wont to fight 
shy of every serious danger of war, they are 
quite dumb at the spectacle of the unshaken 
composure with which the British received 
the American threat and of the mighty 
shaking of the American money market in 
consequence of Cloveland’s ill-considered ut- 
terance. They seem only now to understand 
how enormous is the power of England, and 
this perception may have a useful effect here, 
too, far beyond the limita of the present 
dispute. Nobody here any longer believes in 
a war between England and America, which 
would cause such far-reaching convulsion: 

There is evidently w strong feeling of 
disgust in England at the way in which 
the Armenians are being left to their fate, 
after all Lord Salisbury’s strong language 
to the Sultan. ‘The Daily Graphic says:— 

Lord Rosebery’s careful analysis of the 
impasse that bas been reached will only add. 
to the bitter mortification which all English- 
men are now feeling. On the one hand, we see 
horrors daily committed in the name of the 
Sultan which are a shock to the whole civilised 
world ; on the other hand, there is the terri- 
ble dread that any independent, action on our 
part towards stopping these enormities might 
result in a European war. We therefore do 
nothing. How long we are to wait thus 
passively watching the preparation of fiendish 
eruelties no one cares to guess. One thing is 
clear, that the people of Great. Britain are 
growing daily more indignant at the Sultan’s 
misrule, and would be willing to make no 
little sacrifice to save his Mussulman as well 
as his Christian subjects from the tyranny 
under which they live. 


In the Economist, the last issue of the 
year, the following’ is the customary note 
‘on the Money Market :— 

‘The customary expansion of the internal 
circulation at the end of the year, and the 
requirements of the Stock Exchange settle. 
ment, have combined to increase the demand 
for money this week, and the quotation for 
best. three.months’ paper has advanced to 14 
per cent., while there has been some inquiry 
at the Bank for loans into the new year at 2 
per cent. The probability still is, however, 
that unless further political complications 
arise, rates will again fall off when the Con- 
sols dividend money comes upon the market. 
‘To the banks the half-year drawing to a close 
has not been a profitable one, but they have 
at all events fared better during it than they 
did in the latter half of 1894. The market 
rate for three months’ bills has averaged just 
a shade over $ per cent as compared with § 
per cent in the like period of last year, and 
the difference between the average deposit 
allowances works out at about 5s. per cent., 
as compared with only 2x per cents, On the 
Stock Exchange loans, moreover, the banks 
have earned a somewhat higher rate than they 
were able to obtain a year ago, and the divi- 
dend outlook for bank shareholders, although 
not rosy by any means, is at any rate better 
than it was then. 

The first leading article in the Economist 
is headed ‘The ‘One-Man Power’ in 
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America ; that is, ‘the dangerous ascend- 
ancy which” the Constitution of the United 
States “gives to a single officer, whose 
competence is as little secured by the mode 
of choosing him as it is by the hereditary 
principle. “Indeed, it is less secured, for 
the hereditary King has more to lose by 
rashness, has never occasion to be in a 
hurry, and is warned by the very tenure of 
his power not to make appeals to popular 
passion.” The article goes into the reasons 
attributed to President Cleveland for his 
attack on Great Britain, and considers 
it possible, “that Mr.’ Cleveland was 
mainly influenced by a desire for popularity, 
that he was prepared to run a risk for his 
country in order to maintain his own great 
position, and that he miscalculated the 
temper of the formidable opponent whom 
he 80 lightly, and as it were heedlessly, 
defied to action.” A Constitutional King 
could not do such a dangerous thing with- 
out the previous consent of a responsible 
governing Committee ; while Mr. Cleveland 
notwithstanding the harm he has done his 
country, ‘remains for the rest of his term 
the Head of the Executive, may keep the 
same advisers, and may even repeat, on 
another opportunity, the blow which he has 
inflicted upon the prosperity of his country. 
‘We do not see how that can be defended as 
‘& wise arrangement.” The conclusion of 
the article i

what a President may do or 
propose is always certain that if he is 
ambiti ‘in, or, which is even more 
dangerous, under the dominion of idealogues, 
he is able'at any moment to make as great, 
and it may sometimes be as disastrous, a com: 
motion as any absolute King. William IL 
of Germany, for example, could have done no 
more harm to prosperity than Mr. Cleveland 
has done, and would probably, having his 
dynasty to think of, have felt a deeper sense 
of responsibility. At all events, it behoves 
Americans, if they adhere to their system, to 
use carefully all the powers of control which 
the Constitution leaves to the people, and to 
et the snceessive Heads of the Executive 
ith some attention to other recommenda- 
tions than their chances of being elected. Tt 
is not perhaps the highest praise of a con- 
didate to say that he is “safe ;” but Mr. 
Cleveland’s escapade will show that the 
absence of that, rather homely quality may 
have a dreadful meaning for the American 
people. 

The second article in the Economist, 
published before the news of Dr. Jameson's 
raid reached England, is on ‘The Demand 
of the Uitlanders.”” It shows how the 
proposals of the Transvaal National Union, 
which we quoted last week, had made the 
problem of the Uitlanders acute, but that 
there was a good deal to be said forthe Boers. 
‘They might reasonably refuse the franchise 
to men who refused to be naturalised ; 
who did not come to the Transvaal as a 
home, but as a place to got away from as 
soon as they had made their “pile.” The 
writer holds ‘that moderate men generally 
will probably agree in thinking that it is 
not altogether reasonable of the Outlanders 
to expect to be instantly and without any 
sacrifice on their part put into the posses- 
ion of the citizenship of a country which 
the Boers acquired for themselves not 
without Inbour and peril.” ‘The whole 
article is a good example of the caution and 
moderation for which the Economist is 
famous. The conclusion of it is :— 

‘Tf we reg the whole question from a 
somewhat wider and more general outlook we 
should say that the problem is eminently one 
for moderation and good sense on both sides. 
The Uitlanders on the one hand should look 
a little closer at thecase of the Boers; while 
the Boers shonld realise that it is manifestly 
impossible for them to maintain their present 
attitude in perpetuity, and that therefore it 
will be better for all parties if they meet the 
reasonable demands of the Uitlanders without 
delay. ‘They surely must see that in the end 
the majority overcomes the minority, and the 












































progressivecivilisation beats the unprogressive. 
‘All history jes that, and most especially 
When the majority is of Anglo-Saxon race, 








and their system of civilisation of the Anglo- 
Saxon type. We have no wish to see the 
Boer community interfered with by violent 
means, or to witness any infringement of 
what may be reasonably termed their rights, 
but we cannot conceal from ourselves the fact, 
that a mere non possumus attitude will not 
avail the present possessors of the right of 
itizenship in the Transvaal. If they try to 
maintaina purely irreconcilableandreactionary 
attitude they must be prepared to meet the 
fate of irreconcilables and reactionaries all 
the world over. 


There is an interesting article on “The 
Capital Applications of 1895,” the aggre- 
gate of which was £104,690,000, against 
£91,835,000 in 1894, £49,141,000 in 1893, 
and £81,137,000 in 1892. Of the total in 
1895, Mining Companies accounted for 15, 
and Land Exploration Companies for over 
£ millions sterling. From a note on 
Shipbuilding in 1895 we gather that a 
5,000-ton steamer costs now £5 15s. per 
ton, builders working at cost price to pre- 
vent their yards being idle.

President Kruger had told the Boers who 
were getting anxious about the attitude 
of the Outlanders, that before you can kill 
a tortoise, it must put its head out of 
its shell.

and meaning, then, in 
Qom Paul’s grim simile which were not at'the 
time generally realised. ‘The tortoise has put 
out his head far enough, even to within fifteen 
miles of Johannesburg, and Oom Paul's Boors 
have struck hard and swift, and the tortoise 
head is severed. ‘The tortoise, of course, is 
the British South Africa Chartered Company, 
or, what is the same thing, Mr. Cecil Rhodes. 
‘The troops of the Chartered Company, under 
Dr. Jameson, have been, as the Transvaal 
Consul-General said yesterday, “hovering 
abont our borders for weeks past.” ‘This was 
the advancing and withdrawing of the tortoise 
head spoken of by President Kruger. At lust 
the head advanced in earnest from its shell, 
the Chartered troopers crossed the border, and 
Oom Paul was perfectly ready. In truth, 
the Boer President bas shown himself a far 
abler man than any one supposed. Instead 
of being caught unprepared. and rushed as 
Lobengula was, he made his preparations, 
read his adversary’s hand without, showing 
his own, and when Dr. Jameson played his 
best card, promptly trumped it. There is no 
denying that Dr. Jameson and the Uitlanders 
alike have been completely outgeneralled and 
outmancenvred by the old Dutchman. 

‘That Mr. Rhodes, who has been the moving 
hand behind Dr. Jameson’s otherwise inexpli- 
cable attempt at a coup @état should deny his 
complicity, and that Dr. Jameson should 
support that denial, is what would be ex- 
pected by every one who knows anything of 
diplomacy. But the circumstantial evidence 
is too strong to leave even a colour of plausi- 
bility to the deni The Matabeleland 
campaign, if we remember aright, began in 
much the same manner. ‘The Bechoanalant 
Police, we were told, were attacked, and 
certainly they crossed the frontier at almost 
the same time that Dr. Jameson’s force 
advanced. And in the Pall Mall Gazette of 
the 2nd of January there is a letter addresed 
to.a Belfast gentleman from his brother in M 
tabeleland, dated Ist November, 1895, whic 
confirms our contention. ‘The writer says : 
“We hear some talk up here of the English 
taking the Transvaal. ‘The Chartered Com- 
pany’s troops have gone south under secret 
orders. T saw them off about four in the 
morning. ey took ten guns and a 
Dammben tl wy 4 so that icoks suspicions. 
The Black Watch have come to Mafeking 
Within the last few days.” Clearly, if this 
informaticn is correct, Dr. Jameson's raid 
into the Transvaal was planned out weeks 
ago; and Mr. Cecil Rhodes must have been 
aware of it. 

Besides, the mere fact that the news of ' 
Dr. Jameson's raid reached London vid 
Pretoria and Berlin is sufficient to suggest to 
any one who knows Mr. Rhodes's control of 
the telegraph wires in South Africa, that the 
‘Managing Director of the British South Africa 
Company was privy to his lieutenant’s 
purpose. Furthermore, the pressure that Mr. 















































Chamberlain brought to bear on the officials 
of the British South Africa Company showed 
that he at least believed that Mr. Rhodes 
knew more than he cared to admit. Bat, 
though Dr. Jameson runs a risk of bein 
hanged as a flibuster, if he has not indeed 
already been killed by a Boer bullet, there ia 
small likelihood that Mr. Rhodes will suffer 
any inconvenience for his action in the 
matter. 


It approves Mr. Chamberlain's prompt 
action, and is certain that Englishmen will 
resolutely resent the German Emperor's 
interference. But it must be remembered 
that Germany considers Holland as her 
inheritance sooner or later, and the Trans- 
vaal_as a Dutch colony. It hopes that 
Lord Salisbury will be firm in the matter, 
but fears that he ‘is little if any thing 
stronger than Lord Granville. We are 
sick of seeing the affairs of the Empire, 
conducted on the principle that governs the 
management of a first class shop. Courtesy 
that runs into obsequiousness, and a whis- 

ring humbleness not to be distinguished 
from servility should not be the charac- 
teristics of the representatives of the great- 
est Power in the world.” At the same 
time the Saturday advocates concession to 
the United States in regard to the dispute 
with Venezuela. “The New York Sun,” it 
says, “puts it excellently. ‘It is better,’ 
it says, ‘for England to eat crow at home 
than to eat dirt abroad,’ and though wo 
dislike cating crow, we would rather eat a 
great deal of it than a very little foreign 
dirt.” But unless Lord Salisbury is very 
weak indeed, we shall not eat either. The 
Satvrday_has the following note on the 
result of Lord Dunraven's last visit to the 
States :— 

It is difficult to understand Lord Dunaven’s 
attitudetowards the inquiry held to investigate 
his charges against the owners of the Defender. 
Before leaving New York the owner of tho 
Valkyrie had a two hours’ talk with Mr. 
Stenson Jarvis, who communicates the result: 
to the Press. Lord Dunraven, it appears, 
regards his task as finished, and washes his 
hands of the whole affair. The Committee, 
accordiug to Mr. Jarvis, are bound to hold 
“the Club and the Defender’s people blame- 
less. in every way.” Lord Dunraven is 
satisfied ; ‘beyond this I have nothing to 
do or to say, so far as I can see.” But 
surely he has e rything to say. He brings 
a charge of bl acy conduct against 
gentlemen with whom he has been on terms 
‘of sportsmanlike good-fellowship, charges 
involving personal and deliberate trickery 
and fraud. After an inquiry at which he 
admits that “everything that was proper” 
was done, his charge collapses, and his 
opponent is held ‘ blameless,” in every way. 
Surely under such circamstances it is usual 
‘at least to finish with an apology, and an 
expression of regret at having been so shocking- 
ly misled. As it is, the Valkyrie is likely to 
do more than Venecuela to embitter feeling 
in America. ; 

In its first leading article the Saturday 
is very angry with Mr. Rhodes for attempt 
ing to conquer the ‘Transvaal with such 
an inadequate force. In its second, it 
urges that we should make terms with 
the United States as quickly as possible, 
and then bind our own colonies to us 
as strongly as possible with differential 
duties in their favour, Tt is very angry 
with Lord Rosebery for being dissatisfied 
with Lord Salisbury action as regards the 
/rmenians, and with Lord Salisbury for 
making Mr. Austin Poet Laureate. ‘‘Lord 
Salisbury, in peculiarly fortunate circum- 
stances, has over the greater poets, 
and selected the feeblest of all, and in 80 
doing has fitted the fool's cap on his own 
head for all time. . . . It is an insult to 
the memory of Tennyson that the petty 
critic who reviled and maligned him when 
living should succeed to his place when 
dead.”

places there. It is difficult to see how France 
can avoid expelling him by force, and if she 
expels him, a breach of the Monroe doctrine, 
as recently interpreted, will have been com: 
mitted, President Cleveland will then be 
compelled cither to menace France as well as 
Great Britain, or to recede in some marked 
way from his present position.

CHINANFU. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 








‘The following letter from Chining, dated 
the 14th of January, has been kindly 
handed to us for publication :— 

“We have just had a long-dreaded fracas, 
namely, a visit from one of the nuimerous 
bands of robbers which infest the prefec- 
ture next to the west of us. It was on 
the evening of the Sth instant. ‘The 
keeper of our big gate which opens on 
the street heard what he supposed to be 
a fight on the street. A man rushed 
in whom he attempted to stop, when a 
second stranger raised a gun and shit a 
charge of powder full into the face of the 
gate-keeper, rendering him hors de combat. 
A band of perhaps twenty robbers then 
entered. ‘They first encountered Mr. Bent, 
who had come out to see the cause of the 
racket, They attacked and drore him into 
his sitting-room, smashed in the door 
with a big stone, inserted a gun and shot 
him clean through the flesh of the thigh. 
Mr. Bent then seized a piece of the broken 
door and fought his way out to the 
strevt, receiving a sword-cut on the head, 
and another blow on the hand by tho 
way. Wounded and bleeding he walked 
nearly two miles to the Baptist compound, 
where he was kindly cared for. Mr. Bent's 
court is directly between Dr. Van Schoick's 
and mine, so we had no difiiculty in hear- 
ing the row, Dr. Van Schoick’s ladies, 
consisting of his wife and daughter, Dr. 
Donaldson, and Dr. Hill, slipped out of 
n back gate and found ‘shelter with a 
friendly barber. Dr. Poindexter, who was 
visiting them, started with them, but got 
separated from the party, tried ineffectually 
to climb a tree, spent’a season under a 
bed, und has been nervously prostrated 
ever since, 

“Dr. Van Schoick, unable to get to Mr. 
Bent or us, spont his time patrolling his 
premises and fired a few shots at the 
robbers from his shot-gun. 

“Twas reading to my little girl, while 
Mrs. Laughlin was teaching some women 
enquirers in another room. Hearing the 
tumult I went out, child in arms, to 
ascertain the cause. A sight of the band 
in Bent’s court, yelling, smashing windows, 
firing guns incessantly, at once suggested 
robbers, and calling my wife who, with 
her women, had been cowering in a room 
just adjoining the scene »f operations, we 
blew our lights out, and by the help of « 
ladder, made our way over our nine-foot 
back wall into the premises of a friend 
neighbour. My wife and child b 
cordially receives, and it being impossible, 
‘as I thought, to reach either Mr. Bent or 
the Van Schoick premises, I star ed to 
the military and civil yaméus, nearly two 
miles away. ‘Those officials at’ once called 
for their soldiers and made ready to visit 
the assaulted compound, which they di 
but not before giving time for the entire 
band to escape. It was a great joy to 
find none of the friends killed, though 

ur homes, with the exception of Ur. 
‘Van Schoick’s, were in a sad state of 
wreckage. Twenty-three panes of gass 
were broken, four doors, the door of the 
iron safe crushed in, bureau-drawers and 
their contents strewed Indiscriminately, 
until it was next to impossible to see any 
resemblance to the place we had left a 
short hour before. “The finding of the 
safe in my bedroom, probably saved Dr. 
‘Van Schoick’s property. They undoubtedly 
expected to find silver within, and rro- 
bably the whole band concentrated th: ir 
attention on it, They must have been 
disappointed to find only sixty dollars’ 
worth of bank notes init. Some twenty 
dollars of brass cash they got from another 































receptable, and that's all the money they 





carried away, besides, about a hundred 
taels’ worth of clothing, jewellery, plate, ete. 
—altogether by no means sufficient com- 
peusation for the risk they ran. Mr. Bent 
and the wonnded vate keeper are both doing 
well, though the latter may lose the sight 
of one eye. Officials and people have be- 
haved in a veryfriendly manner, The former 
have visited us several times, issue? orders 
for the leapture of the thieves, offered re- 
wards for the same, and mad» a present of 
a bundre! taels to repair damag-s, ‘Three 
‘of the robbers are said to be in custody, 
but as none of the stolen goods have been 
found we xre not sure that they actually 
belonged to our band.

Little by a new deed in 
possession of a considerable part of the 
mountain top property which they had 
previously made over to him, and after- 
wards driven him out of by means of 
the incendiary and the rioter. They 
also paid all indemnities, and ought 
desides to have taken action against the 








said incendiaries and rioters, but this they 
excuse themselves from doing on the 
ground that thry have set free the innocent 
natives who were thrown into prison on 
account of their connection with Mr. Little 
in this matter, According to the inverted 
ideas of right and wrong which prevail in 
official circles, t» release innocent men is 
quite sufficient an act of merit to com- 
pound for refusing to punish guilty 
rioters. 








THE NEXT STEP 
in this Kuling matter was taken yes- 
terday afternoon in H.M.’s Consuilate 
here, when Mr. Little transferred the 
whole of the property to nine Trustees 
belonging to various ports on the river,—

We chronicled in a former communication 
the Imperial Edict sanctioning the con- 
struction of the Tientsin-Lukouch‘iao rail- 


way. Memorials have ever since kept 
ating in against its construction. The 
Peiho boatmen are strongly in evidence 


their memorial it is said having received 
overten thousand signatures. - The towns on 
the Peiho which are to be injured in their 
river traflic without any compensation from 
the railway are also alarmed. The people 
who are to receive no benefit from the 
railway, a8 they think, and their numbers 
are legion, are strongly opposed to those 
who are to be immediatelybenefitted. It is 
reported that an Imperial Edict has already 
been issued disallowing the construction of 
the line, but of this there is so far no real 
indication. ‘The memorials are of different 
kinds, Those of the Censors blame Judge 
Hu for purloiningat least four hundred thou- 
sand tals ont of the two million four hun- 
dred thousand which the line is calculated 
to cost; the building of the line so far south, 
instead of making it run along the river 
and thus benefiting a poor tract of country 
which has no claim whatever to have a 
railway, to the loss of such towns as Tung- 
chow which will suffer severely by the 
transfer of the traffic to the railway. The 
course proposed for the line passes through 
poor land and past small hamlets. The 
country is not densely covered with’ graves 
important consideration for the Chinese 
—as both banks of the Peiho are. The line 
would form a junction with the proposed 
Hankow line at Lukou Bridge, where land 
which was utterly valueless has already 
risen in the market ten-fold in prospect 
of the terminus being situate bere. 
Bice as imperial tribute, if it continue 
to come, will doubtless still come by the 
river toTungchow. The boats, three or four 
thousand in number, engaged in transporting 
this rice, will doubtless still be engaged in 
this traffic. ‘The granaries are situated in 
the east of Peking, adjoining the canal and 
Stone road which lead to Tungchow. | Bo- 
sides the opposition of the Chinese boatmen 
and others, there are also, we hear, the oppo- 
sition and intrigues of the French, who, by 














virtue of the Fournier Treaty, claim to have 
the sole right to construct railways in 
China. This, of course, is absolutely false ; 
nevertheless 'in China's present state of 
collapse, and the good services rendered 
China in the Liaotung retrocession, it does 
well enough with which to bully China. 
‘That clause in the above treaty which has 
given so much umbrage to China and other 
trading nations, and a handle to the French 
for reserving to themselves the exclusive 
construction of railways in China, when 
properly interpreted as pointed out in 
your late able leader on. railways (21st Dec- 
‘ember), only promised France the preference 
if her materials were of the same quality 
and cost as those of other countries. France 
attempted to get exclusive rights of railway 
construction and the working of the mines 
in South China in her late Sino-Annamite 
Convention, but failed; the “ must” address 
themselves first to snch engineers and 
manufacturers being changed into “may, 
although the original French text, to judge 
from the translation in the London and 
China Express, seems to have been sent to 
Paris. This action of France, if true, will 
retard, if not stop, the construction of rail- 
ways in China. China must have a free 
hand to buy in the cheapest market without 
pressure; if not, she must again put a stop 
to railway building. China cannot fight, and 
rather than put the construction of her 
railways into hands that are likely in the 
future to be unfriendly, she must stop all 
railway work. This is not an enviable 
position to occupy. It is understood some 
of the railway material bas already been 
ordered from the United States and Ger- 
many and if the railway construction is 
not to proceed, these countries may have 
something to say. By later information, 
which we give, however, with all reserve, it 
is stated that the Russians have taken up 
the building of the railway in as far as the 
iron work is concerned, the earthworks and 
ballasting being left to Mr. Kinder. This, 
if true, will be a strange comment on the 
Liaotung aud loan business. Preparations 
‘are proceeding for the construction of the 
line.

‘A. split has taken place in the Club here. 
Hitherto complete harmony has reigned in 
the foreign community.

It is 
feared that our social relations have been, 
or will now be, seriously impaired. What 
ever the cause may have been, the Minis- 
ters for Russia and France, with nearly all 
their staff, have withdrawn from the 
This is a very serious step both for the 
finances of the Club and the entertainment 
and convenience of the members of the 
two Legations. The Club is the social cen- 
tre here and all our amusements, whether it 
be tennis, horse-racing, skating, cards, the 

mar, billiards, or reading-room, all’ are 
centred in it. ' A large section of the com- 
munity, including not a few ladies, will now 
be debarred from attending the Club in any 
of its multifarious objects. A Bachelors’

ly by at least three well-known for- 
eigners, two of them well-known mission- 
aries, and it met with much support and 
encouragement from all classes. Its little 
Gazette was latterly enlarged and its 
name changed. One or more  transla- 
tors were engaged to translate the best 
articles from the English newspapers and 
magazines,of which some two dozen or more 
were ordered for the Club, The members con- 
tributed liberally, we understand, towards 
its expenses, and it ever there was hope or 
new life being instilled into the old dry 
bones of China, it was certainly confidently 
looked for from this young, healthy, and 
vigorous Society. It has been conducted, 
we believe, with great ability; differences 
among the leaders have cropped up, but 
after discussion the affairs ot the Club have 
each time been placed on a more secure and 
lasting bass ‘oreign dinners at a native 
hotel have been part of the programme, 
we hear, and this element is not to be 
despised by any means.

ANOTHER ULTIMATUM. 


ib. | was presented on the 17th to the Tsungli 


Yamén by the British Chargé d’Affaires 
demanding the opening of the West. River. 
The Chinese Ministers have, among them- 
selves, resolved upon this’ step in the 
interests of their owa revenue, and’ very 
little pressure is needed to influence them 
to adopt this action. They see that un- 
less this is done the trade of Kuangsi, 
Eastern Yunnao, and Westera Kuangtang 
will in a few’ years flow  southwa 

through Tongking and the duties there- 
upon will be completely lost:to them. An 
answer was to be given by midday on Sun- 
day, the 19th. ‘The Chinese government 
like other governments want some quid pro 
yo and so they have made it a condition of 
opening the river to foreign trade that Great 
Britain do not take back the territory ceded 
to her by the Burmo-China Convention. 
It should here be said that Great Britain 
with the view of punishing China for break- 
ing the treaty in relation to the cession to 
France of Mangii and Utai in Chianghéng 
[eetince, now demands the opening of the 
West River and the retrocession of the Bur- 
man Shan territory handed over by treaty to 
China. The conditions have been wired to 
Lord Salisbury and an answer is daily 


e It is not likely Lord Salish, 
srl ogc to it; Chine wil Gereloe ed 
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the newly acquired territory and have to 
en the river. There are come among the 
higher Chinese officials who think the 
British action very cowardly and flabby. 
‘The British Conservative government has 
given in, as we know by telegram, toFrance, 
and handed over not only the Jand pat 
conceded by China to France on the Yun- 
nan frontier and east of the upper waters of 
the Mekong, but the districts south of this 
Aying east the same river, which were to 
the British contribution to the pro- 
posed buffer State. France gets the Mekong 
as her western boundary along the whole 
length of its upper course, and the buffer 
State sinks out of consideration. So as- 
tute a statesman as Lord Salisbury it is 
believed is is not likely to have given away 
so much—retired from a place garrisoned by 
British troops under the former invertebrate 
Liberal government too—without some quid 
pro quo, Reuter has not informed us of the 
details of this arrangement with France. 
It was expected that we should insist on 
the evacuation of Chantaboon and the 
recovery of freedom of action for Siam on 
the west of the Mekong in the 20-kilo- 
metre zone. These two concessions affect 
the integrity and independence ot Siam. 
‘We all know that France, after the Siamese 
indemnity was paid, should have abandond 
Chantaboon, and the insertion in the treaty of 
the 20-kilometre zone was an unjust exer- 
cise of power. The Chinese officials on 
hearing of Great Britain’s action were cer- 
tainly surprised at her cowardice, and the 
French Minister doubtless paid the Yamén 
a visit to inform them of the result, with a 
“Didn't! tell you so?” This sort ofthing is 
not likely to add to our presti in the 
East. John Bull should have kept his 
Burmese territory east of the Mekong 
and made ge 4 at the same time for 
her infraction of the Treaty. At present 
our ultimatums are confined to China, 
Venezuela, and Ashanti! We are not pre- 
jared to tackle France, And whatever 
full flowing periods Lord Salisbury may 
utter about England being prepared against 
all combinations whether in war or in com- 
merce, facts speak louder than words. The 
Graphic of the 30th of November has a 
leaderette on “diamond cut diamond” in 
relation to this question of acquiescence in 
French demands and our resolve to resume 
possession of the wide-stretching Chin 
territory beyoud Bhamo. But can this 
be truly. said to be a case of “diamond cut 
diamond” ? We opine not. Britishers haye 
no occasion to feel elated at this move in 
the Foreign Office. 
LOANS. 

The negotiations for the loan of the 
additional hundred millions of taels of the 
Japanese indemnity are still proceeding. 
‘The Chinese Government have had offers of 

ld and silver loans from nearly all 
nationalities. The Chinese wish to accept 
the lowest offer and they at the same 
time want to be convinced of the ability of 
the lenders to implement their engagements. 
Up till now the Chinese were firmly bent 
upon contracting only silver loans. The 
state of the market and the higher rate of 
interest charged have opened their eyes to 
the advantages of a gold loan. There has 
for some years past been a strong opposition 
to negotiating on the gold pound—gold 
francs, marks, dollars or any other thing, 
but not pounds. They now find that 
whatever they adopt must in the long run 
come to the ‘ondon market and be caleu- 
lated in pounds sterling. Their opposition 
therefore to the British currency has now 
entirely disappeared. They have had 
tempting offers of silver on a silver basis 
from the United States, the interest calcu- 
lated at 53 per annum and the price at 973. 
‘They were advised to close with this offer 
at once. In the meantime a certain Jewish 
financier has aj | seni onthe scene, has rent- 
eda house, and has at once begun the attack, 
and boasts of showing how things can be 
done. He offers to negotiate the loan at the 
unprecedentedly low figure of 4$ per cent 
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silver. The parties making this offer have 
started recently from Shanghai overland!

(rrow OUR CORRESPONDENT WITH THE

or clear them out of the whole island, the 
attack was made on the sinall Ji garri- 
sons scattered throughout the district, with 
the resu ts I have alrendy given in my.pre- 
vious le'ter. So amazingly ignorant were 
these rebels that they returned a few days 
later and made an attack onGelan from three 
sides, but upon the Japanese sending oub 
asmall detachment they retreated to the 
north, 

Meanwhile Japanese reinforcements had 
landed at charming Suao bay, with the 
intention of sending a heavy detachment 
to the north, while a sufficient force left 
Kelung overland to join the southern 
detachment, thus hoping to be able to 
surround the rebels. General Okubo, who 
was in command, had about a thousand 
men of the south brigade in the southern. 
detachment. Word had been received that, 
the rebels wereassembled at Shoke, a village 
about eleven miles north ; so leaving Gelan 
on the 11th at daylight, the tr opsadvanced. 
on that place, and after traversing about 
half the distance they met about 1,500 
rebels entrenched in x small village, who 
after resisting stoutly the approach of the 
Japanese for several hours retreated, some 
going towards the mountains, others in the 

rection of To-e. Over three hundred 
dead of the rebels were found, while the 
Japanese loss was four killed und eleven 
wounded. The troops remained in the 
village over night. The next day two 
companies of infantry were sent to Cho-ko, 
which is on the road from To-e to Taipebfu. 


On the 19th the rebels were attacked 
neat Kah-ho and Da-bu-yeng. After a 
loss of sixty they retreated towards Sancho, 
a few escaping to the western mountains. 
‘The troops spent the 20th in To-e, making 
a reconnaissance of the whole district that 
it might be swept of all rebels. 

The rebels having retreated towards Tai- 
pehfu, two companies were sent to follow 
them,’ while tronps were sent yesterday 
from Taipehfu to head them off. If they 
do not escape again, we may expect to 
hear the last of the rebels'in afew days. 


Many prisoners have been taken and 
several executions resulted. Some of the 
Hakkas who had been engaged in their 
little rebellions earlier in the season 
laughed at the prisoners as they were 
brought in. “You have had your taste 
also,” they remarked as the rebels were 
led by, “Wwe bud ours last Fall.” 
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Up to the 8th of this month this late 
‘outbreak hes cost the Japanese loss a of 178 
men, as follows :—

On January 25th a detachment of 200 
soldiers encountered about an equal wum- 
ber of rebels about 20 miles to the south? 
east of Taipehfu. After xn engagement in 
which fifteen rebels were killed and two 
Japanese wounded the rebels made th-ir 
customary exit. ‘The Japanese followed 
them, but found the pathway abovnding in 
traps pr pared for the special benefit’ of 
the “rojén.” The favourite method 
seemed to be of stretching a line, or more 
often a vine, from side t+ side, which was 
connected with the triggers of rifles staked 
in the underbrush ‘1 such a manner that if 
A person passing by should disturb the 
vine they would have almost simultaneously 
a bullet in close proximty. 

Although s-veral rifles were in this way 
discharged, fortunately no one was hurt. 
‘Along the route were found many spears 
‘and rifles and con-iderable ammunition. 

January 27th, the German Emperor's 
birthday was celebrated in a befitting man- 
ner by a most.pleasant rec-ption and sump- 
tuous di-ner given by Dr. Gruenwald, the 
acting G-rman Consul, at the Twatutia 
Club. ELE. Admiral Couvt Kabayama, 
Governor-General, Major-General Oshima, 
Rear-Admiral Temben, Chief of Naval 
Department, Major-General Murai, Major- 
General Hishizima, Colonel Okuba. Rear- 
Admiral Tanaka, Prefect, Dr. Okubo, Ph.D., 
Councillor, Mr. Kasima Mura, formerly 
Military Attaché in the Japanese lexation 
at Berlin, Captain Miyazaki, Adjutant of 
the Governor, were the Japanese present, 
while a'l the foreign community, in- 
cluding the English Consul, Mr. Ayrton, 
from Hobe, wero on hand.’ However, as 
the whole north of Formosa is limited to 
twelve foreigners the Japanese guests were 
scarcely outnumbered. The barren club 
building was, by draping with flags and 
the profuse use of flswers, converted into 
@ very attractive banqueting hall. At 
7.30 in the evening all were seated. 
‘The usual toasts proposed on such occasions 
and the magnificent dinner finished, the 
guests removed to the library, where after 
congenial exchange of pleasantries for an 
hour or so the guests departed. Thus was 
concluded the memorable day, and the 
evening, while most enjoyable to all, has a 
more important significance ; the ultimate 
influence of such gatherings will be to in- 
crease the goodwill, the cordial under- 
standings of the little foreign community 
with the new masters of Formosa.

FUNERAL OF A RUSSIAN NAVAL OFFICER. 
H.LR.M, battle-ship Imperator Nicolat 
J, when quitting our harbour some ten 
days ago, left behind on account of sickuess 
their staff Surgeon, Colonel Dr. Okhotine, 
who has sinze been'an inmate of the Civil 
Hospital where, notwithstanding the care 
and attention of Dr. Atkinson, Actin; 
Colonial Surgeon, and stafi, he succumbe 
to.an attack of severe dysentery followed 
by an abscess on the jiver, on Tuesday 
morning, the 28th inst. In the absence 
of his own ship and enmrades the inter- 
ment took place on the 29th instant, 
with full military honours, under the 
combined direction of the ‘colonial and 
naval authorities, and was conducted in 
a manner which could not fail tu impress 
and gratify the few to whom the deceased 
was personally known here, as well as to 
his comrades when they come to hear of it, 
Dr. Okhotine w-s in the Far Enst some 
fifteen years ago, when his amiable quali- 
ties and scholarly attainwents created 
a most favourable impression, and his 
recent sojourn here with the Nicolai I, 
short as it_was, deeponed that impression 
among his fo:mer friends. Doubtless there 
are many in Japan and the North who will 
unite with his friends here in deeply re~ 
gretting the loss they as well as medical 
science have suffered in his death. As to 
the funeral ceremony, it really seemed as if 
it was made the occasion for more than an 
ordinary exhibition of respect. I am told 
by those who witnessed it that the sailors 
and soldiers present had an expre-sion 
of sorrowful reverence such as might be 
expected when suddenly deprived of the 
presence of a popular comrade. At the 
close Commn-dore Boyes, who conducted 
all the arrangements, ended the touchin; 
ceremonial by advancing to the grave an 
showing for himself and his command a 
silent but impressive token of est-em 
fur the deceased officer. ‘The funeral 
rocession was composed of 200 blue- 
Jackets from the Centurion, 100 from 
the Narcissus, forming » firing party 
under Commander Warrender, detachments 
from the German warships Kuiser and 
Trene, ftom the Rifle Brigade and from the 
Hongkong Regiment, soldiers of the Royal 
Marine Artillery doing duty in drawing the 
gun carriage conveying the coftin which 
was covered by the Russian flag and 
beautiful floral wreaths, ‘The bands of the 
Centurion and the Rifle Brigade played 
alternately the Dead March from Sard and 
‘a Faneral Dirge until the gun carriage 
artived between files of saiiors with arms 
reversed at the gate uf the Cemetery, 
where the coffin was borne to the grave on 
the shonlders of Royal Marine Artillery 
men. The Naval Chaplain officiated. The 
all-bearers were the Senior Medical 
Bticers, Fleet Paymaster, and Fleot Engi- 
neer, and besides numerous staff officers 
and many of the naval and military officers, 
the Rnssian Consul «nd a few civilians, 
there were present Prince Dolgorouki, 
H.L-R.M. Navy, Captain Sterling, A.D.C., 
representing H.E. the Governor, the Flag 
Lieutenant of H.L.S. Centurion represent- 
ing Admiral Boller, and Captain Loveband, 
ALD.C., representing General Black.

‘NAVAL INTELLIGENCE 

‘The movements of men-of-war have heen 
few during the week. The German cruiser 
‘Trene utrived here on the 26th inst. from 
Hainan, and the British gunboat Plover 
on the 26th inst. from Amoy. The Aus- 
trian gunboat Albatros, which recently 
arrived at Colombo, is now on her way to 
China. The Narcissus is now being put 
into trim for her commission on this sta- 
tion, and is being gradually transformed 
from a black ta a clean white cruiser. 

‘THE FORTHCOMING CENSUS aT MACAO. 

The Portuguese auth-rities appear to be 
‘ansious not alone to obtain a census of the 
colony of Macao but also to ascertain the 
number of the subjects of His Most Faith- 
ful Majesty in the various ports of the Far 
East, including those of China, Japan, 
Siani, Indo-China, Philippines, Hongkong, 
Straits Settlemests, and Java, where the 
Portuguese Consuls have been directed to 
tak» a census +f the Portuguese in their 
jurisdictions. I think this is a new effort 
to get the Portuguese to register at the 
Consulates, a ceremony not very popular 
among the Lusitanians. In Hongkong a 
majority of the Portuguese must be British- 
born subjects. Very few indeed of the older 
residents have naturalised. 


PORTUGAL'S CLAIM TO LAPPA. 

The report, for which there appears to 
be ne real foundation, of the cession of 
Lappa has brought forward the claim of 
Portugal to that village as part of the 
colony of Macao. This claim, it is stated 
by the Macsense organ, was preferred in 

1887 when the treaty ‘between Portugal 
and China was concluded, and China did 
not then dispute it, but I-ft it to be settled 
\ by the mixed commission to be appointed 

to settle the boundaries of the colony. 
‘The question has apparently not ye: been 
settled, and it is doubtful whether China 
would ‘not ignore the Portuguese clsim 
if it suited her to oblige a greater Power. 
But I do not suppose there is any good 
cause for alarm; Germany would gain 
little by such cession, certainly not enough 
to pay for the cost of administration.

It is reported among the Chinese in Canton, 
however, that the prospects of this con- 
cession heing obtained are now less fa 
able. Whether there is any genuine 
ground for this opinion Iam unable to say, 
but T imagine it is mere surmise founded 
on the difficulties in which Great Britain 
appears to Chinese to be involved and their 
own knowledge of the disposition of their 



























own Government. Certain it is that the 
Peking authorities will not yield if they 
think that the British Goverament is else- 
where embarrassed.

Nothing officially confirmative of this 
report has yet been received but I fancy 
there must’ be some fire where there 
is so much smoke. The vessels of the 
German squadron have now for two or 
three months been surveying and cruising 
in the waters round Amoy, and I shall not 
he surprised to hear they have acquired a 
harbour near that port.

| IMPERIAL DECREES. 

(1) We have received a memoria! of Pien 
Pao-chu‘an, Viceroy of Min-Giié, on bebal€ 
of Liu Cho-yuan, Taotai of the Ting-chang- 
lung Intendaney of Fukien, requesting 

ission to resign his post owing to con- 
ete, The request is granted 
and Yung K‘un is hereby appointed to fill 
the vacancy thus made, 

(2) As the westher is getting to be very 
severe and the Manchu and Chinese batta- 
lions garrisoning the expital have to suffer 
great hardship in the performance of theit 
duties at this time of the year, we feel it 
but right that something should be done 
to ameliorate their condition, Hence, as a 
mark of extra grace, we hereby command 
that each man belonging to. the above 
nemed battalions shall be paid a bounty of 
half a month's pay in respect thereof. 

(3) The same bounty should also bo 
extended to those members of the Imperial 
Clan (Chung shili) and those of the Colla- 
teral Branch of the Tmperial Clan (Gioro) 
who have no special appointment but must 
depend upon the usual government allow- 
ance granted them and theit families, 
Hence we command that one mouths extra 
allowance be given each member of the 
above in order to help thom to pass the 
severe weather noted in the foregoing de- 
cree. With regard also to the orphans and 
widows of the two branches of the Imperial 
Clan, we command that over and above 
the extra month's allowance above stated 
that they shall be further given half a 
month's allowance as.a token of our com- 
miseration of their pitiable condition. 

(4) The Censor Wu-erh-ch'ing-ngeh 
charges the granary officials with mixing 
the tribute rice with local profucts to the 
detriment and loss of the recipients who 
are entitled to obtain their rice allowances 
from the said granaries in Peking and 
T‘ungchow, and recommends that steps 
should be immediately taken to prevent 
the frauds, ete. The Vice-Presidents in 
charge of the said grauaries are hereby 
commanded to give the necessary attention 
to the above quoted memorial. 

(5) Peng Shou is transferred to be Lieu- 
tenant-General of the Bordered Yellow 
Manchu Banner, Ch‘un Lin is transferred 
to the Lieutenant-Generalship of the 
Bordered Red Manchu Banner, and Su 
Lu-tai transferred to be Lientenant-General 
of the Yellow Hanchiin Banner.

“IMPERIAL DECBEES. 

(1) We have read the memorial of the 
Prince aud Ministers composing the 
Ministry of War, in which it is recom- 
mended that a high officer be appointed to 
take charge of the construction of the 
railways of the country. Railways are a 
most important factor in the maintenance 
of inter-trade as well as an undertaking 
which »would employ. the masses of the 
people. In view of this, therefore, we 





have ecided to encourage railroads, in 
every way, in order to make them an 
accomplished fact in this empire. On a 
recent occasion we commanded our Princes 
and Ministers to set about, as a commence 
ment, the laying of a railway in the vicinity 
of the capitat, and the former thereupon 
instructed Hu Yii-fen, Provincial Judge of 
Kaangsi, to take charge of the survey 
of a proposed line between Peking and 
Tientsin. The report of thetsaid Judge 
is now also before us in which he states 
that beginning from ‘Tientsin the line 
would take the route of the western banks 
of the Grand Canal passing northwards, 
crossing the Southern Parks and ending at 
Lukou Bridge in the western suburbs of 
Peking. ‘The distance thus traversed 
amounts to 260 ls (about 80 miles), and 
the estimates for laying a railway between 
the two points would aggregate to sume- 
thiug like a little over tw» million four 
hundred thousand taels. The plan for 
the proposed line has also been handed 
to us for vue approval. In all new matters 
which require a beginning it is always 
ditticult to foretell the result ; but in 
appointing a responsible officer to take 
charge of the construction of the proposed 
line itis important that we should have full 
contidence in the man. As Hu Yii-fén was 
the first to recommend such an undertaking 
and, moreover, has had the experience 
acquired by having been in charge of tho 
survey of the line in question, we think 
it but fair that he should’ be given 
the chance of accomplishing his scheme. 
He is therefore hereby appointed Director- 
Geveral uf Railway Coustruction between 
Tientsin and Lukou Bridge and the Board 
of Revenue in conjunction with the High 
Commissioner of the Peiyaug (Wang Wen- 
shao, Viceroy of Chihli) is hereby com- 
manded to furnish Hu Yi-fen with the 
necessary funds for the building of the 
proposed railroad. Again, having reference 
to the propysed grand trauk line between 
Lukou Bridge and Hankow, asthe distance 
is comperatively great and the funds requir- 
ed to construct such a line will amount to 
an immeuse sum, we grant the privilege of 
building the line to the wealthy men and 
rich merchants of the various provinces, 
such as shall be able to show a capital o} 
ten million taels and above, in shares or 
otherwise, As the line will thus be 
purely commercial affair the government 
ofticials shall not interfere either with the 
gains or losses of the said company. Fur- 
thermore, we promise that if the company 
that shall have the building of the proposed 
line contrive to make it a success and a 
substantial atfsir, we shall not hesitate to 
give the promoters tokeus of our Imperial 
approbation as a mark of our appreciation 
of their efforts to benefit the country. Let 
the above decree be forthwith promulgated 
to all our peuple nt the capital, in the pro- 
vinces and other dependencies uf the Ei- 
pire, as well ay those labouring in otler 
lands,

Murkets—Report by the Inspector is 
submitted stating that all the markets and 
butcher shops have been visited daily, and 
the meat offering for sale has been carefully 
inspected. ‘Tne beef has only been of fair 
quality, the supply of cattle from the coun- 
try having bocn rather limited, 60 the 
butchers have had some difficulty in yetting 
the nusber they required, there being » 
great deal of sickness amongst those at 
Panyang and around Chinkiang. One ox, 
one she p, one calf, and one pig were 
rejected during tie month, ns unfit for 
foreiga use. ‘The earonse uf ant ox was found 
in the back premises of No. 544, Woosung 
road, where it had been slaughtered ; it 
was ‘seized and taken to the abattoir, but 
ac it way found to be in yood order, it was 
returned to the butcher on his paying the 
nsual fees. The hulf of a calf which bad 
been slaughtered at Palsienjaoh was found 
in @ licensed butelwe shop, it was seizel 
and sent to the grease shops. 

Mutton and fish have been prentiful and 
good, vegetables have been searc« owing 
to the cold weather, and there has not 
been much variety in the supply of fruit. 

TDaere bay been an abundaut supply of 
game and wild fowl, but prices have rule 
high owing to the large shipments of them 
to the South. 

‘The following animals have been slaugh- 
tered xt she abattoir: 895 oxen, 1,509 sheep, 
126 calves, and 73 pigs, on which the fees 
amounted to $174.90, in addition to which 
$8.95 have been collected for branding 
tongues and tails, $17.90 for hot water 
to grease shopmen, $1.25 for special per- 
mits, and $29 for butcher shop licenses, 
making in all $232, whilst the fees for the 
cattle sh-ds have amounted to $771.90. 

During the month, 50 oxen, and 1 sheep 
were rejected at the sheds, and 2 oxen 
(dead) were sent t the grease shops.

‘The fifth annual meeting of the sub- 
scribers to this institution was held on 
‘Thursday in the Municipal Board Room. 
‘The meeting having been opened by prayer 
by the Rev. H. C. Hodges, 

‘Mz. J. L. Scott, who presided, said that 
as regarded the condition of the School it 
was most gratifying to seo that it continued 
£0 satisfactor 
those who chiefly formed the Committee it 
was useless going into particulars of what 
they knew better than he did. However, 

‘a8 the Council were concerned, he 
might say they were very pleased that the 
grant given by the ratepayers had been 
‘expended in such a thoroughly useful and 
satisfactory manner. He saw that an 
extension of the premises was considered 
most necessary, and now the position of the 
School was assured, and the public knew 
tho useful work it did, he thought the 
Committee would not find ary insuperable 
difficulties in getting what they desired. 
He concluded by moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts. 

Mr, ©. Thorne, in seconding, said he was 
happy to say that during the year the Com- 
mittee had ‘worked most unanimously for 
the benefit of the School, and its progress 
showed they had done their best to promote 
ita interesis, Further funds were now 
needed for erecting the two wings and for 
additional dormitories. From the accounts 
‘at Grst sight it might seem as if there was 
money in hand, but such was not the case. 
ep tas been borrowed in tela years 
from the Endowment Fund, which had to be 
replaced. Additional money was required 
to pay for the buildings which it was hoped 
to erect, He was aftaid from what he had 
heard that they would not be able to get 
any further assistance from the Municipality 
this hope but the Council, he understood, 
would have pleasure in including in the 
budget for the ensuing year the customar 
grant, Therefore they were thrown back 
upon the kindness of the community, and he 
cauld only hope that the opinion the Chair. 
man had expressed, that they would not 
have any great difficulty in getting money, 
would be fully realised. That the work was 
going on most satisfactorily he thought any- 
‘one who read the report would admit. The 
School was doing an immense amount of 
good, and as far as the girls’ department 
was concerned especially so. The girls were 
being prepared to be useful in very many 
ways, not.only as nursemaids but as work- 
women. They made all their own clothes, 
and through the kindness of Mr. ‘Trueman 
in supplying them with a machine at less 
than cost price they were beginning to 
teach the girls knitting by machinery, 
and trusted at no distant date they 
would be able to take in work. The 
Municipal Council had nominated Mr. and 
Mrs. A. P. MacEwen, Dr. Stuebel, and Mr. 
©, Thorne as members of the Committee.

THE VOLUNTEERS. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxrn-Cutsa Darcy News, 

Sm,—I hope you will allow me the use 
of your columns as you have done on former 
occasions to call the attention of the younger 
members of the community to the existence 
of the Volunteer Corps. 

‘The peaceable character of the inhabitants 
of the Settlement makes it extremely impro- 
bable that the Corps will be called upon for 
active service, and this fact no doubt 
militates against its popularity, still it 
is well to remember that civil dis- 
turbances may occur at any moment 
among the mest highly civilised peo- 
ple and it is absolutely necessary to have 
some force sufficient to put them down. It 
is almost certain that the existence of the 
Corps exercises a salutary effect upon the 
rowdy element in Shanghai and that conse- 
quently it does good service though seldom 
or never called upon to employ force. 

"Though the organisation of the force 
somewhat resembles that of the British 
Volunteers its duties are dissimilar, indeed 
its principal duties are those in which the 
British Volunteers are absolutely forbidden 
to take part, and are of such a character 
that the admission of untrained men to the 
ranks on an emergency would certainly 
prove disastrous. 

It cannot be expected that every man in 
the place will take sufficient interest in the 
movement to qualify himself for promotion, 
though a certain number of such men are 
absolutely essential to the existence of the 
Corps, but it is not too much to expect that 
every young arrival should serve for say 
three years. The Corps must be kept up by 
men who actually join and go through a 
certain amount of training ; no amount of 
ood will to the movement, or readiness to 
join if the Corps is called out can have 
‘any good effect, but on the other hand is 
sure to cause the greatest embarrassment 
to the responsible officers of the Corps. 
While I speak of the necessity of training, 
it should be known by all recruits that the 
standard of efficiency has not been fixed so

If they do 
this they will be amply repaid by the in- 
teresting charactor of their work, provided 
of course they join the branch for which 
they have a liking, for the usefulness of 
these branches depends upon their being 
composed of members who take special 
pride in keeping up the efficiency of the 
units to which they beiong. 

‘The recognised method of entering the 
Corps, is for a recruit to be proposed and 
seconded by members of the troop, battery, 
or company which he is anxious to join. 
As the training season is about to com- 
mence all intending members should have 
their names proposed without delay. In 
view of the possibility of disturbances 
occurring, of such a character as to call for 
interference on the part of the local 
authorities, it is to be hoped that a large 
number of the younger men will see that 
it is their duty to assist in putting a 
reliable armed force at their disposal.

TNE USS. OLYMPLA. 
To the Editor of the 
Nontu-Cinxa Datty News. 


Sim,—Bolieving you to be desirous that 
all items of news contained in the columns 
of your valuable paper should be absolutely 
true as to facts, I venture to correct what 
might convey an erroneous impression to 
the minds of your readers, by an article 
which appeared in the Haily News of 27th 
January which wasprobably due to incorrect 
information. 

Referring to the remarkable trip of the 
Empress of India, it is stated that the fast 
U.S. cruiser Olympia left Kobe at 5 p.in., 
1d. of January, followed fice hours luter 
y the Empress of Iulia. “That Admiral 
McNair took the opportunity to make a 
trial trip of the Olympia—which ship ix 
credited with a speed of 21.69 knots—and 
that the Empress arrived in'Nagasaki fon 
Jonrsuhe-d of her. 

The absolute facts of the case are these : 

The Olympin’s boiler power consists of 
four main boilers and two auxiliaries. ‘The 
Olympia left Kobe with tires under two 
main boilers and one auxiliary or exactly 
one-half her boiler power. No other fires 
were started during the trip. ‘The Empress 
left five hours later as correctly stated and 
passed us just before entering the Straits 
of Shimonoseki. At that time the Olympia 
was steaming thirteen and one-half knots 
and I should judge the Empress to have 
been making seventeen. At no time dur- 
ing the trip did the Olympic make more 
than fourteen and a half. 

‘Had the conditions been favourable it 
was Admiral MeNair’s intention to make 
the Quarterly speed trial between Rock 
Island and Oo Siuna, on the voyage between 
Yokohama and Kobe. At that time the 
Olympia bad fires under all boilers, but a 
very heavy westerly gale obliged us to slow 
down before the trial had hardly com- 
menced. She gave us, however, a glimpse 
of what she might do. 

At 6 a.m. January 21st, the ship's log 
reads twenty-two knots, I, myself, with 
stop watch and two Walker patent logs— 
one checking the other—logged her twenty- 
one knots between six and seven a.m. ‘This 
under natural draft. 












‘That speed is somewhat nearer what the 
Olympia can make than what she was 
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waking when the Empress of India passed 
us in the Shimonoseki Straits.

To the 
boys Mr. Bullock next addressed some 
friendly and robust words of advice and 
encouragement, and the hearty. applause 
with which his remarks were received show- 
ed that he had gained the sympathetic atten- 
tion of his young hearers. He suggested 
that, like some of the great schools at 
home, the boys should have a holiday in 
honour of their founder. 

The prizes were then given to the 
winners, Mr. Bullock accompanying the 
presentation in each case with some kindly 
congratulation and encouragement. One 
of the boys was stated to be deaf and 
dumb, and Mr. Thorne afterwards referred 
to him as an instance of the good the School 
was doing. 

Mr. ©. Thorne, in the course of a few 
observations, regretted that.the weather 
had kept many friends away but trusted 
next year to have better fortune. He urged 
the claims of the School to public sup- 
port, pointing out that further accommoda- 
tion was sadly needed, to provide which at 
least Tis.

The 
essay was listened to very patiently, but 
such is the genius of the Chinese language, 
that the Chinese themselves, to say nothing 
of the foreigners, could not understand any- 
thing of what it was about The third essay 
read was one in English on the subject, “A 
Dialogue on China.” The writer and reader 
was Ngan Ming-chung, a student who has 
completed the Science and Arts course in 
the Collegiate Department. It was a clever 
reproduction of 2 conversation between twi 
Englishmen: while watching the recent 
sham fight between the Volunteers and the 
blue jackets, one of whom was opeimietic 
in regard to China’s future, and the other 
extremely pessimistic. 

Next Prizes were distributed, in the 
shape of books to students who had been 
exemplary in conduct, regularin attendance, 
and’ had attained an’ average of eighty per 
cent in certain of their studies. Then all 
listened to an able and intoresting address 
delivered in Chinese by the Rev. Y. K. 
Yen, M.A. The Chinese part of the 
audience were delighted at this part of 
the programme, for this they thoroughly 
understood. 

‘Mr. Yen's subject was the pro; 
ofthe English language. He referred to his 
recent tri wont Ge world in which he 
discovered that at whatever port he touched, 
hhe was sure to find many speaking and 
understanding English. He spoke of the 
spread. of the English language in China, 
and of how in 1848 the mission school in 
Shanghai founded by the first Bishop Boone 
was the only one in China teaching the 
English lan, 2, and contrasted that with 
the state of things at the present day, when 
in bing one of the Treaty ports there are 
schools for this purpose. He called attention 
to the fact that the instruction in all the 
schools and colleges founded by the Chinese 
Government is given in English, and in 
the great commercial organisations such as 
the: Heaperial Customs, the China Merchants’, 
the Telegraph Administration, etc, a know- 
ledge of the 
i ensable, He noticed that even on 
the coins that have thus far.been minted in 
China, English words were to be found. 
He proceeded to exhort the students 
to attain a thorough knowledge of this, 
the great language of the future, an 
pointed out to them that it was by the 
attainment of this language that all de- 
partments of knowledge would be thrown 
open to them, and that a real knowledge 
of the sciences was impossible without a 
knowledge sufficient to enable them to 
read English scientific books intelligently. 
Through the study ofthe English language 
they would obtain valuable mental dis- 
cipline, and could learn of the great achieve- 
ments of other nations, and through the 
expansion of their knowledge their minds 
would: be delivered from the thraldom of 
silly superstitions.

Commenting on the above the Siam 
Observer says:— 

Here it is seen that France does not get 
the Mekong provinces of Siam, but, on 
the other hand, binds herself to respect 
existing conventions—by which the whole 
boundary between Siam and French terri- 
tory is plainly mapped out. As we 
have all through declared, England has no 
design whatever on the Malay States, and 
has consequently also readily bound herself 
to respect her treaties with Siam. We have 
here, then, a perfectly friendly settlement 
which guarantees the independence of Siam 
absolutely, and bears out the spirit of 
the words of the present French Govern- 
ment as to the abandonment of the 
policy of colonial expansion. But inasmuch 
as border disputes are likely to arise, both 
countries have a right to march troops into 
the territory outside the Mena valley. 
The recent expedition into Kelantan is an 
apt example of this. The tendency of 
criminals to cross frontiers necessitates a 
provision such as would enable the offended 
country to pursue them. In the sparsely 
populated and less perfectly organised out- 
skirts of a country it would often be more 
convenient to permit «a neighbour to 
cross the boundary in such and similar 
circumstances than to raise a home force 
and despatch it to the frontier. So 
long as these perfectly amicable incur- 
sions of troops do not extend to the 
Menam valley they will not be resented 
by the contracting parties. But England 
definitely declares against any assumption 
that the Mekong provinces do not belong 
to Siam. The restriction as to the Menam 
valley is based purely on commercial con- 
hiderations. Now the official telegram has 
heen received no doubt all fears will be set 
at rest and our Siamese friends recognise 
how carefully England has safeguarded 
their interests, even while giving up, for 
the sake of peace, territory which was 
absolutely Engtish, but which, in view of the 
abandonment of the Bangkok-Chiengmai- 
Scomao railway scheme, could be sacrificed 
with no serious loss to British interests in 
those regions.
